This may all be true; we think
it is; but for a prople so sell suflivient and
bousifui gen rally, the admission is not a
hittle surprising.

Nor is this 4 basty conclosion or an un-
considered declaration.  From the fiist,
the Yankees have assorted thal they were
struggling for their national existence, and
fighting in sell-defence, s if these could
not be preserved witiout the aid of the
South. Indecd, many of them huve gone
so far as Lo declare that 1f they could not
compel us to reunite with them, then they
must submit to us, and ask us to govern
them, on any teims and ynder any system
we might choose, One of their Senators,
Mr. Fessenden, humiliated by such self
damining  admissions, underiook some
months ago to convinee them that, even if
the Gouth should never return, they would
still have the means of a great and pros-
perous nationhood ; but they reserted phis
80 fiercely that Mr. Fessenden was com—
pelled to recant and apologize. They are
incapatle of self moverument, and must
bave a master.— Charleston Mercury.
